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UNOFFICIAL TOWN OF EAST TROY BOARD MINUTES 
December 13th, 2010 at 6:30 P.M. 

The MEETING was called to order by Chairman Klarkowski at 6:30P.M. Present were 
Supervisor Montez, Supervisor Church, Clerk/Treasurer Buchanan and Attorney Mills. Also in 
attendance were approximately 12 residents. 

The Pledge of Allegiance was recited. 

OPEN MEETING LAW: Clerk Buchanan stated that the agenda posting was in compliance. 

The MINUTES: Supervisor Church moved to approve the November 8th, 2010 Town Board 
Minutes and the December 1st, 2010 Special Town Board Meetings. Supervisor Montez seconded 
the motion. Supervisor Montez advised that the November 8th, 2010 minutes be amended to 
include, on the Reitz Pier Permit to access three-foot depth of water, as that is included in the 
Town Ordinance and the DNR Pier regulations. The motion carried by unanimous vote. 
Chairman Klarkowski moved to approve the November 3rd and 17th, 2010 Planning Commission 
Minutes. Supervisor Church seconded the motion. The motion carried by unanimous vote. 

REVIEW & APPROVAL OF AGENDA: Chairman Klarkowski stated that Chris Warro is unable 
to attend theTown Board Meeting as the Airport Representative, as he has another meeting on 
that night. Supervisor Church moved to approve the agenda as presented. Supervisor Montez 
seconded the motion. The motion carried by unanimous vote. 

The TREASURERS Report: Clerk/Treasurer Buchanan presented the November Treasurers 

Report. 

Supervisor Montez moved to approve the treasurer's report as presented. Supervisor Church 

seconded the motion. The motion carried by unanimous vote. 

Clerk/Treasurer Buchanan presented the 2010 Boat Launch shortage ($105.00) and overage 

($305.00). 

Supervisor Montz made a motion to put the $305.00 overage into Boat Launch repair and write 

off the $105.00 shortage. Supervisor Church seconded the motion. The motion carried by 

unanimous vote.

The FIRE DISTRICT: Clerk Buchanan stated that the Town did not get a quote from the Fire 
District for the roof repair. 

The PLANNING COMMISSION Report: Chairman Klarkowski reported on the November & 

December Planning Commission Meetings. 

Chairman Klarkowski moved to approve the Fence Height Variance, PMR00022, W1021 

Miramar Drive, by Tom Braier/Dale Clark. Supervisor Church seconded the motion. The motion 

carried by unanimous vote. 

Chairman Klarkowski moved to approve the Out Lot Restriction Removal, PA78400002, W1282 

Beach Road, by Joseph Schluge. Supervisor Montez seconded the motion. The motion carried by 

unanimous vote. 

Chairman Klarkowski advised that the Planning Commission and Town Board approved the 

Town Comprehensive Plan on December 1, 2010. 

PUBLIC COMMENTS: Bob Mueller stated there was a letter to the editor by Mr. Stoesser in the 

last newspaper and he would like the Town to reply to that letter. Mr. Stoesser has been a long 

time resident of Lake Beulah and a member of the Lake Beulah Yacht Club. 

Chairman Klarkowski commented on the article submitted by Mr. Stoesser. 

Attorney Mills commented on the letter from Mr. Stoesser and believes that the Town Board 

needs to reply to that letter. 

Supervisor Montez stated that he does not believe that the Town needs to be involved in mud 

slinging. Replying would not be practical. 

Supervisor Church does not believe that the Town needs to be involved in mud slinging. They 

would welcome Mr. Stoesser coming before the Board and address the issues.

Bob Rice, 
Potters Lake, stated that they have no problem with the earlier time on Potters Lake. Discussion 
followed.
